The court ruled the opposite so

Till* fam ous separate.but equal 
doctrine stood until 1954 when, in 
the case of public schools, 
the 
court reversed the 1896 decision hy 
saying segregated itself m eans u n ­ 
equal and therefore is contrary to 
the Constitution. 
This rev ersal should have been 
no surprise to people. North or 
South, who have been watching 
the court's thinking for the past 
20 years.

No one can he denied 
equal protection of th# la w s 
This gave the federal govern­ 
ment authority to set aside as u n ­ 
constitutional a 
state law which 


discriminated against people be­ 
cause of race o r color. But the 
court upheld state laws in its land­ 
m ark opinion of 1896 
Homer Plesay, a Negro, got on 
a train in New O rleans and was 
ordered into the Jim Crow, or seg­ 
regated, section which had been 
created under state law. He ob 
jected and brought suit. The Su­ 
p rem e Court turned him down. 
The court gave its approval to 
state segregation laws with this 
reasoning: it was not contrary to 
the 14th A m endm ent to segregate 
Negroes so long as they got tre a t­ 
ment and facilities equal to those 
given whites, 
In actual practice, as it turned 
out, 
segregation 
broadly 
meant 
unequal 
treatm ent 
for 
Negroes. 
But, as a result of that 1896 deci­ 
sion. the freedom of states to seg- 
turbod for more than 40 >ears. 
The inequality of treatm en t giv­
